Contests for Offices of Selectman, School Committee, Board 


of Public Works and 


Tree Warden Create 


More than Usual Interest. 


The annual election of Town officers will 
take place on Monday and every voter is 
expected to discharge his duty as a citizen by 
casting a ballot between the hours of 6.00 
a.m., and 5,00 p.m. 


The names of several new aspirants for 
office appear on the ticket and the contests 
for selectman and assessor, with two candi- 
dates for one vacany, school committee with 
four candidates for three vacancies, board 
of public works with six candidates for two 
vacancies, and tree warden with six candi- 
dates for one vacancy, promise to be inter- 
esting. 

The name of Dr. Claude M. Fuess of the 
Phillips academy faculty appears on the 
ballot, to fill the vacancy made by the 
resignation of E. Kendall Jenkins as trustee _ 
of Memorial Hall Library. 


For the position of tree warden there are 
six candidates: Ralph T. Berry, Joseph S. 
Chambers, Fred L. Collins, Jeremiah O’Con- 
nor, E. Burke Thornton and Henry Todd. 

Of these men, three, Ralph T. Berry, Fred 
L. Collins and Jeremiah O’Connor, have been 
employed by the town for work under the 
tree warden and moth superintendent. Mr. 
O’Connor has also done similar work for the 
state. Mr. Collins is at present janitor at 
Punchard. He has lived in Andover all his 
life and for twenty-one years has been a 
member of the fire department. E. Burke 
Thornton of 32 1-2 Maple avenue has had 
experience in the care of trees on estates both 
in Andover and North Andover. He is now 
the tree warden and moth superintendent, 
being chosen by the selectmen to fill the 
unexpired term of Edward T. Berry. Henry 
Todd of 60 Poor street, janitor of the Shaw- 
sheen school is also a candidate for this 
office. Joseph Chambers of 134 Lowell 
street conducts a farm in West Andover, 
where he has had experience in the care of 
trees,

P. A. BUILDING PROGRAM 


Dr. Stearns Speaks in Favor of Bill to 
Treble Limit of Amount of Property 
Which P. A. Trustees May Hold 


Plans are underway for future activities in 
the building line at Phillips Andover academy 
which is is hoped, within the next few years 
will include a $700,000 assembly hall, and 
enlarged nasium to cost $400,000, labora- 
tories and dormitories, and so forth, the 
cost to reach into the millions. 


Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, principal of the 
academy, spoke Tuesday in favor of a 
bill authorizing the trustees of that school 
to increase the amount of real and personal 
property which they can own from $5,000,000 
the present limit fixed by statute, to $15,- 
000, This bill was heard before the 
Legislative Committee on Education. 


Dr. Stearns said that although the present 
limit had not been reached, it would un- 
doubtedly be overtopped within the next 
three years by reasons of unexpected be- 
quests, and also from gifts on the occasion of 
the 150th anniversary of the school in 1928. 


He outlined a program of construction and 
of endowment and also for increased salaries 
and scholarships, regating $6,000,000. 

The program ‘hich includes endowments 
as well as cost of construction, is as follows: 
Dormitories, $500,000; laboratories, $400,000; 
assembly hall, $700,000; enlarging gymnas- 
ium, $400,000; infirmary, $700,000; officers, 
$300,000; increased salaries for a teaching 
staff of nearly 50, $2,000,000 endowment, 
which means an annual income of $100,000; 
scholarship increase of $1,000,000, in endow- 
ment, and additional income yearly of 


According to Mr. Stearns, there is now a 
leeway of $2,750,000 in the amount of 
property which the trustees can hold, but 
that in view of this $6,000,000 program, 
$3,250,000 must be provided for at once, 
and that there should be a further provision 
of $6,000,000 for expansion of the school and 
to take care of additional legacies. 

In answer to a question by a committee 
member, Mr. Stearns said that if the legisla- 
ture allowed the trustees to increase their 
holdings by $6,000,000 only, they would 
have to petition the general court within ten 
years for additional increase.

Safeguarding Streets for Coasting 


Mr. Arthur Miller, Director of the Play- 
ground and Recreation Association of 
Wyoming Valley, Inc., has sent the following 
suggestions as Wilkes-Barre’s solution to the 
coasting problem: : 

‘All coasting is under the supervision of 
the Playground Association, and we have not 
had an accident on our supervised hills this 
year or last. The attendance this winter on 
our coasting hills is more than 50,000 and 
last year was 20,000. 

“We selected eight hills on city streets, six 
of which were used last year, and got the full 
cooperation and backing of the street depart- 
ment and police department. Police were 
assigned every day to each hill from 4 p.m. to 
10 p.m. The hills were completely closed to 
traffic, being selected so as to make this 
possible. Barricades with red lanterns were 
placed at the top and bottom of each hill and 
at all cross streets. We got a contractor to 
donate the barricades and the street depart- 
ment placed them and kept the lanterns 
filled. During non-coasting a they were 
turned back, iver gd traffic to go through. 
When the policemen arrived, they put them 
in place. 

““We added two men supervisors of coast- 
ing to our staff who were responsible for the 
details and nts and were out on 
the hills during aiieeiag hours. On one of 
our hills was a dangerous trolley crossing and 
here we stationed a man constantly during 
coasting hours. He saw every motorman on 
that line and worked out a set of signals. 
All trolleys stopped on the near side and 
waited for the signal to proceed. 

“The biggest problem was to get the 
people to use the protected hills instead of 
some of the unprotected ones which were 
faster but which it was not practical to use 
for coasting. We overcame this by covering 
them with ashes and running constant 
publicity in the newspapers urging parents 
to insist on sending their children to the 
protected hills and giving the names of them 
and the hours of coasting. We put the 
responsibility for this right up to the parents. 
Our hills were selected so that no child would 
have to walk more than a few blocks in any 
part of the city.” 


From Mr. Douglas G. Miller, Director of 
Recreation, Newburgh, New York, comes the 
following suggestions: 

“Our department has been experimenting 
this winter with three streets which have 
been set aside for coasting. All streets which 
cross these hills have been blocked from 
3 p.m._till 11 p.m. during sleigh-riding 
weather. Red lanterns were placed upon the 
blockades at night. Traffic up and down the 
hill was not stopped. Ashes were pao at 
the ends of the hills to stop the sleds-from 
running out into a street which has very 
heavy traffic. 

““As high as 600 persons a day have used 
these hills since they were protected, and not 
one accident has been reported although they 
were a daily occurrence before the cross- 
streets were blocked off. The safest way, 
however, is to have the hills entirely blocked 
off. Where there is traffic of any kind on a 
sleighriding hill there is the danger of ac- 
cidents. In our city there is only one solu- 
tion-to-the problem that I can find, and that 
is to block off all traffic on certain streets 
throughout the city and request the children 
and grown-ups, through the newspapers and 
the schools, to use these streets. 

“We can protect the children using these 
blocked streets but where the children use 
other ones the editorial from the Boston 
Transcript describes it correctly as Down the 
Hill to Death.”

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The Ballot 


The official ballot for this year’s 
Town Election provides some interesting 
food for thought on the part of the 
voters who will visit the polling booths 
in their respective precincts next Mon- 
day to cast their ballots for the various 
Town officers. A few of these places 
promise to be hotly contested; one or 
two will probably excite but a lukewarm 
interest; and the remaining ones are 
practically settled as it now stands. 

The chief reason for lack of contention 
over certain of these offices to be voted 
on seems to be the marked ability of the 
present incumbents. Dr. Stearns, it is 
true, has not before occupied the chair 
of Moderator, but there are few, if any, 
who do not have the greatest confidence 
in his aptitude for the position so 
adequately and constructively filled by 
Mr. Ripley. Mr. Higgins, who has been 
Town Treasurer since 1909 and Town 
Clerk since 1912, has proved himself 
with each successive year capable of 
handling this portion of the town’s 
business efficiently and thoroughly in 
spite of the town’s growth and the 
increased duties imposed upon him by 
this goowth. Mr. Cheever has conscien- 
tiously and faithfully merited his re- 
election to the Tax Collector's office. 
Mr. Raymond §S. Bartlett, of Lowell 
‘Street, will be elected to fill the vacancy 
on the School Committee which he now 
holds by appointment, a position for 
which he is excellently fitted, both 
by his previous experience in such work 
and his present service in that capacity. 

The town is especially fortunate in 
being able to secure the services of 
Dr. Claude M. Fuess as Trustee of the 
Memorial Hall Library for the next 
seven years. Dr. Fuess’s fitness for this 
work goes without saying. He is a man 
of wide interests, keen perspicacity, and 
untiring endeavor — altogether fitted 
for a guardianship of this very im- 
portant phase of the town’s welfare. 

Nothing that can be said here could 
add to the reputation of Dr. Abbott as 
a highly suitable member of the Board 
of Health. As to the other uncontested 
offices there is little that need be said. 
The Auditors, Constables, and Trustees 
of Punchard School, are being re-elected 
because they have given satisfaction in 
the past. 


The first real contest on the ticket 
will be for the office of Selectman and 
r. The Townsman believes that 
Mr. Andrew McTernen is the logical 
candidate for these two openings. Not 
only has Mr. McTernen served pre- 
viously in these capacities, but he has 
the additional prestige and experience 
in town affairs derived from many years 
of public activity. Overseer of the Poor, 
former Representative in the State 
Legislature, eight years’ service in the 
Fire Department, member of the Board 
of Public Works for eleven years — 
these things seem to show that the 
people of Andover have a faith in Mr 
MeTernen which augurs well for his 
election next Monday. 

Among the aspirants for School 
Committee honors, Dr. William D. 
Walker, who is at the present time 
filling the unexpired term, should be 
heartily supported. Mr. Weeks, like- 
wise, is well prepared for such work by 
his training and sincere public spirited- 
ness, as are the remaining two candi- 
dates. 

The election of two officers on the 
Board of Public Works promises to 
provide as pretty a contest as could be 
desired. Mr. Boutwell, who heads the 
list, will undoubtedly retain his present 
place on the board because of his 
recognized ability; but around the 
second choice centers a great deal of 
interest. Mr. Rhodes, through his 
having held the office in past years, will 
receive a substantial number of votes. 
Mr. Winslow is a young man and very 
capable, who has shown a marked 
interest in town affairs, although this is 
the first time he has signified his desire 
to hold one of the more important 
offices in the town, and, if elected, 
should prove of great value to the 
board. Mr. McDonald is also a can- 
didate to be reckoned with. 

Six candidates for the position of Tree 
Warden would indicate that this is an 
office of some attraction. This job, 
which in the past has been closely 
connected with that of the Moth 
Superintendent, might become sepa- 
rated from it and thereby create a very 
interesting situation. 

With such a field of candidates to 
choose from, there should be a large 
number of voters at the polls on Mon- 
day. Vote early or late, but don’t fail 
to vote! 


Gas Company Plans Change in Andover 
System 


It is understood that several changes 
affecting the methods of business in the 
Andover district will shortly be put into 
effect by the Lawrence Gas company. Ac- 
cording to information received, the present 
system whereby all discount on gas and 
electric bills expires on a fixed date for the 
entire town will be supplemented by a new 
system intended to eliminate delays in 
making payment on the present discount date. 

The town in the future will be divided into 
districts and the discount date for all bills in a 
given district will expire at the same time, 
but no two of the districts will have the same 
expiring date. This means less congestion 
in the office on the last days that the discount 
is available. 

The Lawrence Gas company have for 
some time been considering the operation of a 
plan that would permit the giving of better 
service along the lines of bill payments to the 
people of the town and the intended system 
when it becomes operative will be a great 
convenience for townspeople although it is a 
more expensive plan than that in vogue at the 
present time. It is understood that the 
Company will make an official announcement 
ima short time covering its new program.

Development of Playstead to Be 
Discussed at Town Meeting 


A tentative plan for the development of 
the Playstead been prepared under the 
direc tion of the Board of Public Works by 
Philip Foster, formerly of this town. Last 
year the Finance Committee recommended 
that the Board of Public Works make a 
careful and comprehensive study of the 
Playstead and this plan is the result. For 
several weeks the Slesprinks were on ex- 
hibition at the rooms of the American Legion 
and it is expected that they will soon be dis- 
played in some store window on Main street 
where they may be inspected by the voters. 

This comprehensive plan includes the 
grounds of the Puichard, John Dove, 
Samuel C. Jackson and Stowe schools, as 
well as the present Playstead, with the 
addition of the land occupied by the three 
houses now fronting on the extension of 
Whittier street, at the rear of the Punchard 
grounds. 

The proposed memorial gateway, would be 
near the present entrance, opening at the 
head of Whittier street and fronting on a 
street running from Bartlet street, east along 
the south bank of Roger’s brook. 

The football field would be located at the 
east side of the playing field, surrounded by 
a quarter-mile cinder track. The plan pro- 
vides for space for two large baseball dia- 
monds, with two smaller ones near the John 
Dove school. Ample parking space for 
automobiles is arranged at the left of the 
entrance and near the new street. 

Two basketball fields would be situated 
near the Punchard building, with another 
at the southern end of the field, where there 
are also eight tennis courts, and an open-air 
gymnasium. 

Generous provisions are also made for 
the youngsters, the section at the rear of the 
Stowe school grounds being devoted to a 
children’s wading 1, a merry-go-round, 
swings, a giant stride, see-saws, a May pole, 
and sand boxes. 

A systematic development of the Play- 
stead, with some memorial feature, is ap- 
proved by the American Legion although the 
plan as now drawn does not necessarily meet 
with their unqualified approval. 

The Board of Public Works recommends 
that the town begins at once the work of 
developing this property for larger recreation 
purposes. Article 9 will serve to place the 
proposition before the citizens. The Finance 
Committee does not pass on the advisability 
of this development according to the above- 
mentioned plan or any other pe. To quote 
from their recent report: ‘‘We do however, 
recommend that whatever policy the town 
adopts shall be based on a full and complete 
understanding of the entire problem and its 
possibilities, and a description of this policy 
should include an estimate of prospective 
total costs and maintenance charges. If 
the Town decides to develop this plot for 
playground purposes according to this or 
some other plan, a sum of not less than 
$15000 should be the initial expenditure for 
necessary drainage and grading.”

Angelo Patri Speaks at November Club 


“How shall we help our children to be- 
come good?”’ was the absorbing question dis- 
cussed by Angelo Patri at a meeting of the 
November club held on Monday afternoon. 
Already well known to his audience through 
his many articles on child training, ne 
interest in hearing him personally, filled the 
clubhouse to overflowing. 

A man below medium stature, neither old 
nor young, but with prematurely gray hair, 
fine dark eyes, a low voice, a lest manner, 
his entire personality giving a sense of 
unruffied calm—such was the personal 
appearance of the speaker who for nearly 
an hour and a half discussed the problem of 
child training. In spite of his wide experience 
and deep understanding, he was not positive 
or didactic but by innumerable illustrations 
and examples told of methods which had been 
successful in reaching the best in certain 
children; always admitting that the same 
method was not good for every child nor the 
same approach equally good for the same 
child at all times. 

He mentioned the crucial ages in coming in 
cycles of three, although they might not 
necessarily appear according to a certain 
rhythm. Modern conditions have so modified 
the struggle for mere existence for children as 
well as grown-ups that an enormous amount 
of surplus energy has been released. To find 
productive occupation to use up this surplus 
energy, is one of the keys to solving the 
problem of making better children, better 
men and women and parents who will in 
~ |turn have greater wisdom in training their 
children. 

Members of the Andover Mothers’ club, 
the Bradlee Mothers’ club and the Shaw- 
sheen Parent-Teacher association were pres- 
ent as well as many other especially invited 
guests.

Bees That Lay Eggs 
in Bricks and Wood 


Sometimes us you are looking ut 
an old wall you will notice that the 
mortar between the bricks contains a 
number of deep pits. If you probe 
into various holes you will be startled 
eventually by the exit from one of 
them of a small, but very angry, bee 
You have, in fact, disturbed the ma 
son bee in his home. The hole in 
which he was lurking was made by 
his powerful jaws. 

The female luys eggs in little recep 
tacles at the bottom of the hole and 
places a gtore of food beside euch 
egg. The hole is then sealed up with 
a mixture of clay and mortar, soft- 
ened with the bee’s saliva. The egys 
are left to themselves, and when 
hatched the young bees eventually 
eat their way out into the open. 

The cousin of the mason bee is 
called the carpenter bee. He bur- 
rows into woodwork, choosing gen 
erally the underside of the beam, to 
protect the hole from rain. 

At the bottom of the hole an egg 
is laid, Then comeg a partition of 
mud and wood chips; then another 
egg, and so on till the hole ts filled. 
The carpenter then seals it securely 


and leaves the eggs to look after 
themselves, and when. hatched the 
bees eat through euch partition till 


they get our.

Connects Common Word 
With Interesting Story 


Probably none of our readers think 
of “suck” as a word in any way re- 
markable, but Dr. C. G. Williamson in 
his book “Curious Survivals’ reminds 
us that the word has a strange origin 
and is connected with a curious story. 

We probably got that word “sack,” 
he says, from a Coptic or Egyptian 
word “sok,” which means a kind of 
canvas or cloth from which a bag was 
made. The word survives sackincloth, 

The story is that the word “sok” 
was the last word uttered before the 
tongues were confounded at Babel and 
that consequently it appears in every 
language in an almost identical form. 
Curiously enough, the second state- 
ment is true. 

The Irish “sac” is the same as the 
French word; the Latin “saeccus” is 
clesely related to the Italian “sacco” 
and to the Spanish “saco.” In Greek 
it is “sakkos,” in Hebrew “sak” or 
“saq,” in Egyptian or in Coptic “sok,” 
in Dutch “zak” and in Swedish “sack” ; 
and the same word appears in many 
other languages without any rea! 
change, In slung or colloquial talk we 
now apply it in quite another fashion ; 
when we talk of a person’s getting 
the sack we intend delicately to inti- 
mate that he has been discharged from 
his employment. That use we prob- 
ably derive from the Turkish custom 
of getting rid of undesirable persons 
by putting them into a sack and throw- 
ing them into the Bosporus.—Youth's 
Companion,

POST FAMED IN 
U, S. HISTORY 


Governors Island Intimately 
Associated With Record 
of Men and Events. 


New York.—When Maj. Gen. Charles 
P. Summerall assumed command of the 
Second corps area recently, succeeding 
Maj. Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, and set 
up his. headquarters at Governors 
island he took over one of the most 
historic posts in the United States, 
one that has associated with it the 
names of America’s famous generals, 
past and pregent, 

Generals Hancock, Schofield, How- 
ard, Miles, Merritt, Chaffee, Corbin, 
Grant, Wood, Bliss and Barry, all of 
whom have made history in this coun- 
try, have at one time or another lived 
in the old colonial house on Governors 
island that is the home of the com- 
munding general of the Department of 
the Eust. ‘Though Governors isiand 
hus long since outlived its use- 
fulness as a part of the defenses of 
New York city, two important events 
have occurred within regent years that 
emphasize its value. 

The tirst blow struck by American 
troops when the United States entered 
the World war was launched from Gov- 
ernors island when at 3:30 a. m. on 
Good Friday, April 6. 1917, less than 
half an hour after congress declared 
that a state of war existed between the 
United States and the Imperial German 
governinent, « battalion of the One 
Hundred and Twenty-second infantry 
embarked on boats of the revenue 
service und seized all the German ships 
and their’ crews in the harbor. 

The other event in which troops from 
Governors islund particpated was one 
of vital interest to New York city, and, 
in fact, to the whole country. Th 
Wall street explosion occurred about 
noon on September 16, 1920, and ten 
minutes later the commanding general 
at Governors island received a tele- 
phone message at his headquarters 
from the ussistunt secretary of the 
treasury asking for troops to protect 
government property at the sub-treas- 
ury and other places. 

Troops Soon Appeared. 

In 20 minutes’ time the troops were 
under arms und they arrived at the 
sub-treasury in a little over half an 
dour from the time the call for help 
wus sent in. The effect of the soldiers 
upon the enormous throng that had 
been attracted to the financial district 
by the explosion was of vital impor- 
tance, and muny prominent bankers and 
finunciers afterward said that scenes 
of violence und panic were averted 
thereby. 

From the dim pust of Indian occupa- 
tion down through the Dutch period of 
Van Twiller and Peter Stuyvesant and 
the days of the English governors, right 
up to the present time, Governors 
island has had an unbroken history of 
official governuient occupation. 

The Indian name for Governors 
island was “I’ngyunck,” referring to 
the abundance of nut trees with which 
it was clothed. The Dutch translated 
it to “Nutten” and on June 16, 1637, 
the director and council of New 
Netherlands, residing on the Island of 
Manhatas, in the Fort Amsterdam— 
Bowling Green—published the order 
according to which two Indians of the 
Island of Puaggunck did “transport, 
cede, give over und convey to the be- 
hoof of Wouier Van Twiller, director 
of New Netherlands, this island in con- 
sideration of certain ‘parcels of 
goods.’ " : 

In 1698 the islund was set aside by 
the assembly as part of the “Denizen 
of His Majestie’s Fort at New York for 
the benefit of His Majestie’s Gov- 
ernors" and so it became known as 
Governors islund. The English hela 
Governors island until the evacuation 
in 1788, and during the period the vari- 
ous governors held the island as a per 
quisite of office. 


The records show that Sir William 
Veperill’s regiment was on the island 
in 1755, and tater the Twenty-sec- 
ond, Forty-fourth and the Royal Amer- 
ican regiments saw service there. The 
last named regiment afterward became 
and is still known us the King’s Royal 
Rifle corps, of which King George V of 
England is the honorary colonel. In 
January, 1921, Field Murshal Lord 
Grenfell, colonel in clief of the King’s 


Royal Rifles or the Ix. R. R. as they 
are commonly known, presented in the 
names of the officers and men of the 
regiment, the ancient regimental colors 
of the regiment. The flag was installed 
with imposing ceremonies in the post 
chapel of St. Cornelius the Centurion, 
where it now hangs on the right of the 
line of historic American battle flags. 
A Memento of Joint Action. 

In his letter of presentation Lord 
Grenfell described the battle flag as “a 
memento of the fact that the Royal 
American regiment and the regiments 
of New York fought shoulder to shoul- 
der not only during the many years 
of warfare. which ended in the con 
quest of New France and the subjec- 
tion of Indian tribes bordering on the 
Great Lakes. but also, after the lapse 
of a century and a half, against a cour 
mon enemy in u more terrible Euro 
pean conflict.” 

With the evacuation of the British 
forces in 1783 the American army took 
possession of the islnnd and elaborated 
the defenses until the existing Fort 
Jay was finished in 1801. To this day 
it remains a fine example of medieval 
fortification, with moat, sallyport 
drawbridge and postern gate, mounte¢ 
with 100 guns. The name was changed 
to Fort Columbus und the fort was en 
tirely completed in its present form 
five years ufterward, The name Fort 


rt 


Jay was festored by direction of Sec 
retary of War Elihu Root on January 
20, 1904. Many old New Yorkers, how- 
ever, still recall and use the name Fort 
Columbus, which it bore for nearly a 
century. 

Part of Governors island was ceded 
to the United States by the legislature 
of New York state on February 15, 
1800. The area ceded was 69.8 acres. 
This. was found inadeqnate for the 
military needs of the department head- 
quarters and the military garrison, and 
so in 1880 a further cession of 103 
acres was made by the legislature. 


Razed Structures Expose 
Ancient London Houses 


London.—So many buildings are be- 
ing torn down in London nowadays 
to make way for modern structures 
that various sections of the old city 
are taking on the bustling appear- 
ance of a new and rapidly growing 
American town, Also, the demolitions 
often give passersby unexpected 
glimpses of ancient houses hitherto 
hidden from view. 

One gets occasional glimpses of fa- 
mous old landmarks that never be- 
fore, at least in living memory, have 
been fully exposed to public view. 
One of these is the Old Savoy chapel. 
which, with the trees in its little 
churchyard, can now be seen from the 
top of a bus in the Strand, 


Another is in Bishopsgate, where 


quaint little St. Ethelburga, one of the 


oldest and smallest churches in Lon- 
don, fronted with two ancient and 
tiny shops, is now suddenly revealed 
by the pulling down of buildings at 
its side. It was here that Henry Hud- 
son and his companions came before 
they salled from the Thames on their 
last voyage to the frozen north. 


Forgotten River, Now 


Sewer, Beneath London 


London, — An almost forgotten 
stream, the River Walbrook, flowing 
through the city of London, Is giving 
the builders of the new Bank of Eng- 
land something to think about. 

It is thirty feet or so below the 
surface, and as long ago as 1598, ac- 
cording to historians, it was vaulted 
over. with houses above it. 

In the days of William the Con- 
queror it was described as “a brook 
of sweet water,” but has since de 
veloped into something of a sewer. 
Its course is through the wall of 
London to Moorgate eastward, then 
in the direction of the Mansion house, 


and it is believed that when the ex- 
cavations are made for the new Bank 


of England engineers will have some 
trouble. 

Although so far underground, the 
stream is still tidal. The high tide 
in the Thames presses water up along 
the beds of shinsle as far up as Cheap- 
side, if net actually under the bank 
itself. 


Cuban Medical Congress 
Plans Health Campaign 


Havana.—Legislation designed to 
improve working and living conditions 
of women and children in industry, 
and of men laboring in the cane fields 
and sugar wills, was recommended in 
a series of fifty-eight resolutions 
adopted by the Cuban national medical 
congress which recently closed Its sixth 
annual session here. 

The congress especially would have 
hours of working women and children 
regulated, and favors a law requir- 
ing working women to cease work for 
four weeks before and after child- 
virth. 

The congress also went on record 
as favoring an effective law against 
importation of narcotics, for stricter 
legislation against carrying firearms, 
for_standardizing medical drugs and 
for protection of the meat and milk 
supplies of the public, and many other 
measures to improve living conditions 


7,026 Characters on 
Japanese Typewriter 


Seattle, Wash.—Japanese type- 
writers here have only one key, but 
print 7,026 characters. The operator 
often writes sixty words a minute, 
which is doubly faster than is possible 
when printing the characters by hand. 
The machine prints from the bottom 
of the page to the top and from the 
right-hand side to the left. 

In addition to the Japanese char- 
acters the quaint typewriter has the 
English alphabet tucked away in a 
corner. The typing characters are 
single bits of steel adjusted in a moy- 
able tray so us to be pushed inte 
contact with a ribbon above the paper 
placed In readiness for the writing. 


Use Catnip in Canada to 
Aid Fight on Cougars 


Victoria, British Cotumbia.—An ex- 
periment in the extermination of 
cougars in’ British Columbia with cat- 
nip has been begun by the provincial 
game conservation board, A bottle of 
an extract declared capable of lur- 
ing the big cats into places where 
hunters could easily kill them was 
received from Washington. 


Train Robbers in Japan 
Tokyo, Japan.—The train robber 
made his first appearance in Japan 
when a bandit boarded a mail car on 
the Togane’ line, held up three mall 
clerks with a gun and escaped with 
booty valued at 10,000 yen.

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FOUND IN PARIS 


Original Drawing Used in 
' Plea to Spanish Queen 
Discovered. 


Paris.—Paris has made a few dis- 
covery in the archives of the National 
library. It is perhaps due to the fact 
that after years of inadequate lighting 
facilities electricity has finally made a 
triumphant entry into its dim stacks, 
but from whatever cause a discovery 
of peculiar interest to Americans has 
been made. Hidden away among many 
old manuscripts a French scholar has 
found but it is better to give 
the story in the words of George G. 
Toudouze, who tells it in Le Figaro. 

“Once upon a time—this is not a 
fairy tale—there was stowed away in 
a box in the National library in Parts 
a superb manuscript map, measuring 
about a yard long and a little less 
than three-quarters of a yard high. It 
was a planisphere design, painted and 
written on pure parchment. This map 
had been acquired in 1849 at a sale of 
the effects of Comte de Challus, for 
the modest sum of 250 francs. Once 
added to the possessions of the library 
it was left hidden away until the 
learned Konrad Kertschmer, master 
of geographic sciences in Berlin, hap- 
pened to glance at it. He there and 
then pronounced it ‘a Sixtenth century 
Portuguese map.’ Under this cate 
gorical description it continued to 
slumber undisturbed in {ts retreat. 


German Savant Missed Mark. 


“But it chanced that one day 
Charles de la Ronciere came across it 
and his interest was at once arrested 
by the splendid specimen. A Portu- 
guese planisphere? of the sixteenth 
century? What did this strange de- 
scription mean? After prolonged analy- 
sis, De la Ronciere was able to an- 
nounce that Konrad Kertschmer had 
absolutely no idea of discrimination— 
date, author, orgin, value, everything 
had escaped his appreciation. For. 
far from being a Sixteenth century 
Portuguese map, the manuscript map 
in the National library is none other 
than the one which Christopher Co 
lumbus had designed with his own 
hands and presented to Ferdinand and 
Isabella on the field of Santa Fe, dur- 
fhg the siege of Granada, the last 
stronghold of the Moors in Spain. The 
great Genoese had come to solicit from 
their Catholic majesties a few small 
vessels to make the voyage across the 
unknown Atlantic. This is the actual 
map on which the future discoverer of 
America had, in order to convince his 
royal patrons, inscribed in totality all 
known geographical pomts of the time. 

“By a clever series of deductions, 
De la Ronciere has been able to re- 
establish many facts which had es- 
caped the eye of the German geog- 
rapher. The presence of the Cape of 
Good Hope is the proof of work pos- 
terior to 1488. Also, there are Italian 
terms and a detailed panorama of 
Genoa which, first, prove the author to 
be an Italian and, secondly, a Genoese. 
Again, we know of the existence of 
such a map on the testimony of a little 
clerk in the service of Cardinal Men- 
doza, who, hidden behind a chair— 
happy indiscretion !—had witnessed Its 
presentation by Christopher Columbus 
to the Shanish sovereigns, during the 
famous siege of Granada, in 1491. 

Character of Work Indicates Date. 

“On the planisphere the designer 
has mentioned Granada, seen from the 
outside, which would indicate that he 
was ignorant of the Interior, as he had 
mentioned the interiors of other cities, 
such as Seville. Moreover, in front of 
the besieged stronghold he had marked 
out a little town. This town is Santa 
Fe, built between July 14 and Septem- 
ber 14, 1491, to serve as a military 
base during the siege, which came to 
an end January 2, 1492 with the 
triumphal entry of their Catholic 
majesties into Granada. Christopher 
Columbus was included in their suite. 
Therefore, the map must have been 
planned between July 14, date of the 
foundation of Santa Fe, and January 
2, 1492. Columbus would never have 
designed the exterior of a captured 
city if he had become familiar with 
its interior. 

“This map, dated by its contents and 
identified by these details, is therefore 
the very one on which, to the sound of 
the Spanish cannon bombarding the 
walls of Aboo-Abdallah-Boabdil, the 
finger of Columbus traced out for the 
attentive Isabella the route of the 
Great Adventure. 


Faint Lines Confirm Discovery. 


“While De la Ronciere was making 
this identification a ray of sunlight 
which stole through a nearby window 
suddenly confirmed the astounding dis- 
covery by permitting the reading of a 
faded inscription, so pale that in places 
it was entirely obliterated. This in- 
scription marks far out in the distance 
from the west of Ireland a_ land 
which Columbus named, in his peculiar 
Latin, ‘The Isle of the Seven Citles, 
where it is said, one may find silver in 
the sands.’ This land, on the 
faded map, is North America. 

“It is the approximate location of 
Nova Scotia, Canada and the United 
States—the New World foreseen and 
predicted by Columbus.” 


To Tunnel Thames 

London, England.—To relieve the 
traffic congestion in London, plans 
have been made for the construction 
of a dock on the River Thames and 
an tunnel under the river at a cost of 
over $20,000.000. The tunnel would 
be constructed at Dartford.

traced on the gelatin which looks rath- 
er like a Chinese monogram, and would 
in fact be made by billions of “cold” 
bacilli.
